compass curbs not only on 
defensive antiballistic missile 
systems, but also "certain 
measures with respect to the 
limitation of offensive strategic 
weapons."

Heath And Pompidou Allied Forces Smash 


Into North Vietnamese 
Meef On Alliance 


PARIS (AP) — President 


Georges Pompidou and Prime 
Minister Edward Heath met 
today in an attempt to revive the 
old British-French alliance so 
France 
won't again 
veto 


Britian's application to join the 
European Common Market. 


The success of their talks 


depended largely on the ability 
of the two leaders to align their 
policies toward the United 
States and West Germany. To 
win Pompidou's backing, Heath 
had to convince his host that 
Britain's cooperation with the 
Americans and Germans would 
never be at France's expense. 


In nearly seven hours of 


discussions today and Friday, 
the two men were to range over 
the affairs of Western Europe 
and its role in the world, the 
progress 
of 
the Brussels 


negotiations to enlarge the six- 
nation Common Market, and the 
long-term political, monetary 
and economic implications of 
enlarging 
the 
European 


Economic Community. 


Pompidou and Heath grouped 


their talks around three main 
themes: 


— The sort of Europe they 


want: This takes in the role a 
united Western Europe should 
seek to play in the Middle East, 
Asia, 
Africa, 
toward 
the 


Communist powers and so on. It 
also includes the defense system 
Europeans should work toward, 
bearing in mind mounting 
pressures for reduction in 
American forces abroad. 


— The state of the Brussels 


negotiations on British ad- 
mission to the Common Mar- 
ket: This means examining 
the remaining disagreements. A 
compromise is expected over 
the money Britian must con- 
tribute to the economic com- 
munity's coffers. It also means 
arguing about Britain's promise 
to safeguard the economy of 
New Zealand, which would go 
broke if it were to lose its special 
access to the British market for 
its meat and dairy products. 


— The political, cultural and 


economic effects of enlarging 
the Common Market. 


Close To Saigon 


SAIGON (AP) — Allied forces 


smashed into North Vietnamese 
and Viet Cong troops only 25 
miles from Saigon, battled the 
enemy at four points around the 
A Shau valley and slugged it out 
on two sides of the U Minn forest 
in the Mekong Delta. 


Communiques said 79 North 


Vietnamese and Viet Cong 
troops were killed in seven 
clashes Wednesday. 
Field 


reports and communiques said 
22 South Vietnamese soldiers 
were killed and 47 were woun- 
ded. The only U.S. casualties 
reported were six men wounded. 


It was the second successive 


day of stepped up fighting in 
South Vietnam. 


A U.S. armored column 


protecting bulldozers ripping 
through enemy base camps 25 
miles northwest of Saigon ran 
into 100 North Vietnamese and 
Viet Cong troops. U.S. fighter 
bombers, helicopter gunships 
and artillery pounded the enemy 
while the American ground 
forces held back 
to keep 


casualties down.

SST Is Killed Once Again

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


supersonic transport, burdened 
by controversy and a billion- 
dollar price increase, has been 
killed again by the Senate, this 
time, it appears , for good. 


Fifty eight senators agreed 


late Wednesday night the 
American SST bore a price tag 
in economic and environmental 
terms the nation could not af- 
ford. 


Only 37 senators supported 


federally subsidized production 
of the pencil-thin, faster-than- 
sound craft needed, its backers 
claimed, to maintain American 
dominance in the world's 
aviation markets. 


Even before its formal defeat 


the White House conceded the 
demise 
of 
the 
program 


promoted by every President 
since John F. Kennedy initiated 
it nearly a decade ago at a cost 
that has reached $800 million. 


Having killed the SST, the 


Senate agreed to pay for the 
funeral. 


It voted 92 to 3 to appropriate 


$155.8 million in termination 
money split three ways: $85.3 
million to SST contractors, $58.5 
million to the airlines which had 
deposited that much in good- 
faith cash in 1967, and $12 
million to shut down the SST 
office of the Department of 
Transportation.

to keep the same tax rate. With 
the $40,000 annually generated 
by the 20 cent levy, the school 
could put itself on a "pay as you 
buy" basis.

the district money by not having 
to pay interest on borrowed 
funds. 


If the Gott proposal isVejected 


by voters, any school im- 
provements would hayye to be 
paid with either a stg^e loan or 
bonding.

policy into writing list night. 


Mrs. James Knox appealed to 


the board to allow her daughter, 
Joyce, to participate in the high 
school's June graduation.

Auto Service Industry Changing

Further reduction in harm- 


ful'emissions from automo- 
bile engines will be gained 
soon by the introduction of 
catalytic converters. 


According to Arvin Auto- 


motive After-market, a cata- 
lytic converter can eliminate 
most of emissions of hydro- 
carbons and carbon monox- 
ide by oxidizing them. 


One of the Arvin experi- 


mental converters contains a 
bed of catalytic pellets 
through which the polluted 
gases pass. As the gases go 
through the bed, the cata- 
lytic action of the converter 
causes combustion or oxida- 
tion of these pollutants Into 


harmless gases. 
Two such experimental 


converters were successfully 
used in 50,000 and 68,000-mile 
tests in cars operating on 
lead-free gasoline. 


The converter in which the 


catalyst is placed can be a 
muffler-like container located 
near the engine compart- 
ment. A conventional muffler 
and exhaust system is still 
needed to reduce noise levels 
from the exhaust to a low 
level. 
One car manufacturer has 


already indicated that Some 
1973 models will be equipped 
with a version of catalytic 
converter. 


CAR PICTURES 


If a photo is to be taken 


from a car, it is always best 
to shoot from a stopped ve- 
hicle. If impossible to stop, 
it is best to shoot through 
the front window. If you 
shoot out of the side window, 
the foreground of the scene 
will be blurry. Hold the cam- 
era as steady as possible (a 
rule in all situations) with- 
out bracing it against the 
car, as the vibrations will 
blur the picture.

be caused by automobiles 


Unlike exhaust or crank- 


case emissions which become 
a factor only when the en- 
gine is running, the evapor- 
ation process is a continuing 
one and is a factor when a 
vehicle is at rest as well as 
when it is under power 


Evaporative emissions from 


the fuel tank and carburetor 
are believed responsible for 
20 percent of the total emis- 
sions of hydrocarbons from 
cars that do not have con- 
trols. Hydrocarbons, parts of 
fuel not burned m the nor- 
mal combustion process, are 
released into the air by both 
the exhaust system and by 
evaporation from the fuel 
tank and carburetor. 


The evaporated fuel, which 


formerly was vented into the 
atmosphere, now will be 
eliminated by a system which

It is the time to 
check hardware, tighten a 
few screws here and there 
and add a drop of oil where 
necessary. 


You may find an adjust- 


ment needed in the door 
closer, too. A combination of 
wear on the plunger and the 
lighter screen insert makes 
the door close differently. 


This plunger is not unlike 


the shock absorbers on your 
car, which may be showing 
signs of wear after the rigors 
of winter. Shock absorbers 
are, essentially, plungers. 


As the plunger on your 


screen door is designed to re- 
sist the forces of the closer 
spring, allowing the door to 
close gently, so the shock ab- 
sorber resists the tendency of 
the wheel on your car to hop 
as it bounces off an obstruc- 
tion in the road. 


Maintain Status Quo 


Shocks also keep the car's 


body from bobbing up and 
down like a rowboat at sea. 
The shock absorber's philos- 
ophy is to maintain the stat- 
us quo; the wheels shouldn't 
hop and the body shouldn't 
bop. 


Eventually, with age, a 


worn shock absorber loses its 
control of the situation. In- 
stead of easing your wheels 
over bumps in the road, it 
lets them bounce, sometimes 
setting up an oscillation like 
a ball on a long rubber band. 


If this only caused an un- 


comfortable ride, it would be 
bad enough. But there are 
other problems created by 


worn shocks. Most important 
is the safety factor. 


When the wheel is bounc- 


ing a few inches in the air, it 
cannot contribute much to 
the steering and/or braking 
of your car. During this short 
but critical period you are 
virtually out of control.

Lots Easier Than for Pilot 


"Dear, will you round up 


the children while I check 
the car out? We have to leave 
in five minutes." 


Can you imagine yourself 


— or any driver — going 
through a formal check-up 
procedure every time you use 
your car? However, if you 
were an airplane pilot, you 
would be required to check 
a number of things before ev- 
ery take-off. 


Called a pre-flight inspec- 


tion, this pilot's check-up in- 
volves scrutiny of fuel and 
oil, control surfaces, instru- 
ments, ignition system, car- 
buretor heat control, this 
switch and that lever. It is 
pretty complicated until you 
know your airplane. But 
know it you must before you 
are granted a license to fly. 


These checks become rou- 


tine to a pilot, because he is 
personally responsible for the 
condition of his aircraft. He 
cannot blame anyone else if 
he runs out of oil at 10,000 
feet or, worse, out of power 
as his wheels leave the 
ground. 
It would be impractical for 


a driver to go through a pi- 
lot's complicated pre-flight 
check every time he decided 
to drive around the corner, 
but a few simple precautions 
can save you untold incon- 
venience . . . possibly agony. 


Here are some pre-flight 


checks for your car, as sug- 
gested by the American Pet- 
roleum Institute, that any 
driver can and should do. 
They cover the things that 
can go wrong with your car 
from one trip to the next 
(plus some things that sneak 
up on you), and they consti- 
tute the only way to be rea- 
sonably sure of your car's 
condition 


TIRES) . . • Take a walk 


around jour far to see if any 
tires look low. Watch for 
bulges, ruts or bruises the) 
may have suffered when you 
bit a curb or drove o\er a 
rock. Spend a fen minutes 
occasionally taking a close 
look at the tread. Even when 
tread looks all right at first 
planrc, it may not be deep 
enough to keep you out of 
trouble on a wet, smooth sur- 
face, 


STEERING . . . A pilot's 


directional controls are his 
rudder, aileron and elevators, 
which he must check before 
o\ery flight. A driver tan 


check his steering in seconds: 
A hand on the steering wheel 
as jou get into the car is all 
it takes. 


Move the wheel two inches 


to see that the front wheels 
respond. If your car has pow- 
er steering, make your lest 
with the engine running. Lis- 
ten, too, for the squealing 
noise that warns of impend- 
ing trouble in the power 
.steering pump or belt. 


LIGHTS . . . In nearly all 


\ehicle 
safety 
inspections, 


lights lead the list of defects, 
They are either out of focus 
or just plain out. 


Imagine a pilot saying to 


his passenger during a night 
flight, "I must remember to 
gel those identification lights 
fixed one of these days. 
Would you mind watching for 
any planes that seem to be 
coming too close?" 


Tliis pilot's chances still 


would bo better than those of 
the dri\er who, because he 
forgot to lune a light IKed, 
hope- other drivers will see 
him. 
A walk-around light in- 


spection lakes only a few sec- 
onds. Your service man will 
do it for you (including a 
check of the brake lights and 
turn signals) if you ask him 
to. 


BRAKES . . . If our brakes 


stopped us short of the rear 
wall when we- pulled into the 
garage last night, we assume 
they will stop us today. Don'l 
count on it. Instead, make 
these two easy checks before 
leasing home: 


Firsl. hold steady pressure 


on the brake pedal for 15 
seconds before moving the 
car. If the pedal feels spongy 
or fades toward the floor, 
your brakes need immediate 
attention. 


Second, before jou have 


to jam on the brakes on the 
highway, see that the car 
stops straight and true at 
home. Brakes that pull to one 
side or the other because of 
overnight dampness can be 
jour undoing. Fluid leakage 
can 
develop unexpectedlj, 


too, and this can catch you 
with an abrupt grah to one 
side. 


IN ADDITION to brakes, 


lights, steering and tires, rely 
on your regular service man 
for a half-dozen other impor- 
tant "pre-flight" checks. He 
can check anti-freeze, belts, 
hoses, battery and cables, 
power steering fluid, trans- 
mission oil, windshield wash- 
er solvent and wiper blades. 


Tire Repairs 
Are Temporary, 


Careful drivers have their 


tire pressure checked regu- 
larly, as the National Safety 
Council advises. However, in 
the event of a flat tire, do you 
know how to have it repaired 
properly9 Many of the tires 
supposedly receiving "per- 
manent repair" do not meet 
safety tests 


The Council warns that ex- 


ternal repairs on tubeless 
tires are good only for up to 
100 miles of travel at speeds 
not exceeding 50 miles per 
hour. It is recommended that 
these temporary repairs be 
used only in emergencies. 


For safe and permanent 


repair, a tire must be sealed 
from the inside. The use of 
an outside plug is only a 
temporary repair. Unless the 
tire is removed from the 
wheel, it is impossible to 
know if the inner layer is in- 
tact and not broken, damage 
which is critical to the tire.

Some Important Pointers on

Underinflation causes 
extreme sidewall flexing, 
builds up excessive heat, and 
causes rapid wear on the tire 
tread's outer edges.

Budget records and in- 


terviews with federal officials 
disclosed the quadrupled annual 
costs as President Nixon, Vice 
President Spiro T. Agnew and 
hundreds of veterans from 
Johnson's 
Great 
Society 


prepared to head for Saturday's 
dedication of the library on the 
University of Texas campus. 


At that time, the General 


Services Administration will 
formally take over the library's 
operation, maintenance and 
protection, adding these ex- 
penses to the National Archives' 
budget for collating the 31 
million documents and other 
materials — including 500,000 
still photographs — left from 
Johnson's 
six 
years 
as 


president. 


The government's total an- 


nual operating cost foi 
the 


library will exceed $850,000, 
records 
and 
interviews 


disclosed, compared with an 
estimate of $190,000 given to 
Congress in 1965 when it passed 
authorizing legislation. 


The eight-story library is part 


of a campus complex con- 
structed by the University of 
Texas under a single contract 
for a total cost of $18.6 million. 


Archives officials said no 


federal funds were used in the 
library's 
construction. 


However, university officials 
said the school's share was $15.8 
million with the rest coming 
from the federal treasury; a $2.6 
million grant plus $270,000 in 
GSA funds. 


Records show the Office of 


Education awarded the $2.6 
million grant a year before 
Johnson left office to help the 
university construct what was 
then described as the "East 
Campus Library and Research 
Building." 


Office of Education officials 


say the grant was for a three- 
story building adjacent to the 
presidential 
library. 
This 


building, known formally as Sid 
Richardson Hall, houses the 
lyndon Baines Johnson School of 
Public Affairs. 


Because a single construction 


contract was let for both the 
library and Richardson Hall, 
university officials said there is 
no way of separating costs for 
each building. However, an 
Office of Education spokesman 
said the $2.6 million grant "was 
not made for the archives. It 
wa£ to be used for academic 
purposes only." 


No politics were involved," 


the official insisted. "Just 
because he was in the White 
House didn't make a bit of 
difference."

Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference Changs Its Focus

ATLANTA, Ga., (AP) — 


Three years after the death of its 
charismatic organizer, Dr. 
Martin Luther King Jr., the 
Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference has changed its 
focus and diffused its leadership 
and programs. 


As the conference's apostle of 


nonviolence, King was to many 
the institution itself. 


When he was assassinated in 


April 1968, the loosely knit 
organization 
of 
numerous 


church affiliates without formal 
rank-and-file membership was 
forced to reshape itself.

I'm a week late and of course several dollars short of being on 


time with a little writing last week. Seems I did have intent but 
lacked physical action to accomplish the task. Maybe better for the 
weather really put the fishing down for this time of year. 


It's not really that bad. Only on my days off did I find strong 


north winds and occasional showers. For future periods however 
we can see fine fishing coming up. Whether it be stripers, catfish, 
crappie or trout, your efforts will undoubtedly be productive. 


The salmon flies should be hatching this week in the one 


thousand foot elevations and move up. The Upper Klamath flies are 
starting now. Hoards of yellow salley stone flies are reported on the 
Sacramento River at Redding. Those are the little amber yellow 
fellers that are extemely nervous and hang on the willows. 
Delicious trout food. Hatches of Dark Mackerel, March Brown, and 
pale Dun Mayflies are also noted as high as the Shingletown ridge 
above Manton. 


Fall River and Hat Creek have good evening hatches on the 


lower stretches already despite the unusual weather conditions. I 
even notice the Damsel's hatching out on Grace, Nora and Mc- 
Cumber lakes. In most of the streams it's just starting but well on 
the way in some of the PG&E ditches. Waters are still high but 
fishable with the good old nymph or other well presented specials 
the trout angler may favor. 


It's early on the Williamson River but it opens this coming 


Saturday with high water run-off. It is however very productive 
yielding some large trout and occasional mullet if fished in proper 
location. The Upper Klamath below Keno is yielding some fantastic 
rainbow fishing and waters have been low and ideal for the fly man 
using a light deer hair caddis. 


Shasta Lake finally comes through yielding browns and 


kamloop to eight pounds. Lots of smaller bass being taken. Crappie 
on Black Butte remains very good on minnows and marabou flies. 
Catfishing in Almanor is prime. The fish are not large but delicious. 
Larger catfish being taken in the drain sloughs around Willows and 
Colusa. 


Speaking of Colusa, the Stripers are in down there so go get'em 


boys. The river is unfortunately very high so you'll have to use 
quite a bit of weight. Troll Rebel's or anchor with sardines. Watch 
out for sturgeon on the line. If you hook one be sure to cut anchor 
and go with him. Same idea on larger stripers. I never will get over 
Wee Venos catching that large striper last year at Woodson Bridge 
on a Silver Shad fly. He caught two stripers the other day but not of 
the larger variety. He reports that one 40 pounder was taken 
though. 


If anyone is wondering why a gang of we anglers are out on the 


courthouse lawn casting it's because we're getting our shooting 
heads in shape for shad. A lot of people don't know what a shooting 
head is. It is merely a 30 ft. section of sinking fly line attached to 
monofiliment of about one hundred yards which facilitates the ease 
and distance of casting by means of a double haul technique which I 
would be glad to show anyone who is interested in learning. All you 
have to do is corner me. 


SHAD. . . 


I left this to the last part because it is the best and never takes 


the back seat to no fish. Shad are in the Feather River now. 
Possibly entering the Yuba in the lower sections. That means they 
should be in numbers below Red Bluff in a week to 15 days. Maybe 
less. However the water is so blasted high from releases at Keswick 
that it is going to be difficult to shoot a line across the river and 
make wading a little more hazardous. The Feather might be just as 
bad but I'm going after them next day off. 


Bob "Rasco" Douglas is becoming an old river rat by traveling 


over some of its mysterious ledges at the lower end of Iron Canyon. 
The prop and lower unit survived but the steering arm broke. I 
suppose that's enough to say that the moral of this story is the river 
is high and the under water obstructions be it rocks or snags are 
very hard to detect so watch out. Bob, don't forget the pliers and 
screwdriver next time. 


Hatches and rises all over the place and somehow I can't get to 


'em. Somehow I must smother my frustrations into more ac- 
ceptable channels. Maybe fish in the bathtub. Not really, really. 


And don't forget the "Owl and the Pussycat" ballet on Sunday 


at 3 p.m. It promises to be a great performance by local dancers.

Peaceful Use Of Atomic Bomb 
Planned By Atomic Commission 


Thursday, May 20, 1971 -DAILY NEWS, Red Bluff, Ca. —7

MERCURY, Nev. (AP) — The 


Atomic Energy Commission is 
getting ready to test the first 
atomic bomb designed to be 
mass produced for peaceful use 
in the United States. 


The bomb is designed to 


fracture sandstone formations 
found under several Western 
states and release natural gas 
trapped in the rock. The AEC 
says 
such 
devices 
could 


ultimately double the nation's 
dwindling natural gas reserve. 


The device will be tested here 


at the Nevada Test Site in early 
June under the code name 
Miniata. If all goes well, test and 
production shots could begin 
next year. 


A. 
Dean 
Thornbrough, 


director of the AEC's office of 


peaceful nuclear explosives, 
said in an interview Wednesday 
that the Miniata device, about 9 
inches wide and 30 feet long, is 
designed to release very little 
radioactivity. 


When atomic explosions are 


used in gas production the chief 
by-product of concern is tritium, 
a 
radioactive isotope 
of 


hydrogen. Combined with the 
methane in natural gas, tritium 
could be carried into the home, 
released when the gas is burned 
and absorbed by people. 


Miniata will release less than 


one-tenth the tritium produced 
by any previous nuclear ex- 
plosive, Thornbrough said, and 
some of those devices were 
designed to reduce tritium 
release. 


"The use of the gas in a home 


should not produce more than a 
small fraction of the background 
radiation that you get just from 
living where you live," he said. 


Thornbrough said the Miniata 


device is much smaller in 
diameter than previous nuclear 
devices and is engineered to 
slide down the standard pipe 
used to drill natural gas fields. 


CER Geonuckar Corp., a 


consortium of major oil and 
natural gas companies, wants to 
develop a natural gas field in 
western Colorado using nuclear 
explosives, with a schedule of 20 
to 60 production shots within five 
years. 


El Paso Natural Gas Co. has 


proposed a similar series of 
shots in the Green River Basin 
of western Wyoming. 


Pakistani Romney Predicts Big 
Refugees 
Progress In Housing

SOBROOM, India (AP) — On 


the western side of the Feni 
river, the villages in East 
Pakistan are destroyed and 
deserted. 


On the eastern side in India, 


hundreds of 
thousands of 


refugees driven from their 
homes by the civil war in East 
Pakistan are 
packed into 


makeshift camps. 


Sobroom and Ramgarh, jusl 


100 yards across the river, both 
had populations of 5,000 until two 
months ago. Now Sobroom has 
about 20,000 residents, most of 
them refugees, and Ramgarh 
has almost no one left. 


From March 25, when civil 


war broke out in East Pakistan, 
until May 2 Ramgarh was 
controlled by the followers of 
secessionist 
leader 
Sheik 


Mujibar Rahman. Then the 
Pakistani army moved in and, 
according to eyewitnesses, 
shelled the city and machine 
gunned anyone who had not fled 
across the river. 


Today, visitors to Sobroom see 


no sign of life in Ramgarh, 
except for a few stray dogs and 
an occasional soldier on patrol. 


Only the disctrict headquar- 


ters, occupied by the army, and 
the charred ruins of shops and 
homes remain. Many coconut, 
palm and mango trees are 
without leaves — burned away 
by fires that swept the city 
during 
the 
army 
attack. 


Refugees are still pouring into 
Sobroom from outlying areas 
and officials do not know where 
they are going to be able to put 
them all. 


The town's only two schools 


have both been closed in- 
definitely to provide room for 
the refugees. 


Others are housed under large 


tents where people live so close 
to one another there is no free 
space. 


Tnpura state, with only 4,200 


square miles of territory, has a 
population of 1.5 million until 
two months ago. Now it has 2.1 
million. 


The heavily forested state is 


normally short of food, and 
imports about 6,000 tons a month 
to insure a minimum sub-

Ogden Nash, Master 
Of Doggerel, Dead 


BALTIMORE (AP) — Ogden 


Nash was very serious when he 
first tried his hand at poetry. "I 
wrote sonnets. About beauty and 
truth, eternity, poignant pain," 
he once recalled. 


He threw the first nonsense 


lines of poetry he wrote into a 
wastebasket, but later retrieved 
them and began the career that 
long before his death Wed- 
nesday had established him as 
America's master of doggerel. 


Nash, 68, died at Johns 


Hopkins Hospital, where he had 
been under treatment for kidney 
failure and a May 9 stroke. 


As a young man, Nash decided 


he did not have a future as a

Reform Program Vote 
In About Two Weeks

SACRAMENTO (AP> - A 


Senate committee has wrapped 
up testimony on Gov. Reagan s 
welfare reform program but the 
chairman said today no vote will 
be taken for two or three weeks. 


In the Assembly, a rival 


welfare reform plan sponsored 
by the County Supervisors 
Association has died m com- 
mittee. The association now is 
expected to intensify its op- 
position to sections of the 
Reagan plan. 


Sen. Anthony C. Beilenson, D- 


Beverly Hills, chairman of the 
Senate's welfare committee, 
said he hoped the committee can 
assemble a bipartisan package 
cf bills — choosing the best parts 
of some 40 measures before the 
committee. 


The committee will hear 


testimony on measures spon- 
sored by Sen Howard Way, R- 
Exeter, and by Beilenson next 
week. It has been hearing 
welfare testimony for six weeks 
now.The Republican governor 
originally called for passage of a 
welfare reform program by 
June 30, saying the savings from 
his program — as much as $700 
million in state, federal and 
local funds — were needed to 
balance the budget. 


But Beilenson said the savings 


have been scaled down by 
Reagan 
changes 
in 
the 


measures to pacify county 
supervisors who fear 
the 


Reagan plan will dump more 
welfare spending on them. 


The key measure now would 


save 
only 
$26.5 
million, 


Legislative Analyst A. Alan Post 
told the committee, compared 
with more than $80 million 
before Reagan amended it last 
week to guarantee counties they 
would not have to pay more for 
welfare 


Beilenson said most of the 


savings will come from ad- 
ministrative regulations the 
Reagan administration can — 
and is — implementing without 
the need for legislation. 


The county supervisors' bill 


calling for a state takeover of all 
county welfare programs was 
taken under submission without 
a vote by the Assembly Welfare 
Committee last Thursday. 


Chairman William T. Bagley, 


R-San Rafael, said he expected 
some of the provisions to be 
written into whatever welfare 
reform program emerges. 


"I think we all know this 


(county) 
plan 
isn't going 


anywhere 
beyond this com- 


mittee," Bagley said. 


The bill was sponsored by 


Assemblyman Eugene Chappie, 
R-Cool, and Mike Cullen, D- 
Long Beach. It was AB 1103. The 
main Reagan bill is SB 545.

Top Banker Rules Out Return To 
Tight Money To Boost Dollar 


By BILL NEIKIRK 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


nation's top banker has ruled out 
a return to tight money at home 
as the way to boost the value of 
the beleaguered dollar overseas. 


Raising interest rates to cure 


the dollar's 
weakened in- 


ternational position "would not 
meet our lasting needs at home 
or abroad," Federal Reserve 
Board Chairman Arthur F. 
Burns said Wednesday. 


Burns' statement closely 


paralleled thinking of Nixon 
administration economists who 
say economic expansion in the 
United States should not be 
sacrificed because of the recent 
dollar crisis. 


But Burnsv assertion carries 


more weight because the in- 


dependent central bank he 
heads is responsible for the flow 
of money and credit into the 
economy. 
The recent dollar crisis 


triggered some speculation the 
board would tighten the money 
supply, thus boosting interest 
rates and eliminating one of the 
main reasons for the dollar's 
erosion m Europe. 


In recent months, the board 


has followed a sharply ex- 
pansive 
monetary 
policy, 


driving down record-high in- 
terest 
rates 
dramatically. 


Nixon's economic recover plans 
depend heavily on the central 
bank's treatment of the money 
supply. 
Burns said a tough anti- 


inflation policy stands at the top 


of his list of ways to help the 
dollar internationally. 


"The overriding need is to 


restore price stability even as 
the present slack in our 
economy is taken up," he said. 
"I believe, with growing con- 
viction, that a cogent incomes 
policy is a necessary part of the 
effort to restore price stability. 


An "incomes policy" is 


economic jargon for all forms of 
direct government action to hold 
down wage and price increases. 
Nixon has edged closer to such a 
policy, but has not gone nearly 
as far as Burns wants. Burns, 
for 
instance, 
wants 
the 


President to establish a wage- 
and-price -review board but 
Nixon has rejected the idea.

American World Airways has 
made a quiet approach to the 
Justice Department about the 
possibility of a merger with 
TWA. The whole affair has the 
smell of a backroom deal. 


For instance, the approach 


was made by Herbert Brownell, 
a top Republican who was At- 
torney 
General 
in 
the 


Eisenhower Administration. He 
now serves Pan Am as "special 
counsel" for its merger ex- 
plorations. 


Brownell went over the head 


of Assistant Attorney General 
Richard McClaren, whose anti- 
trust division has jurisdiction 
over mergers, and made his 
pitch directly to Attorney 
General John Mitchell. 


Such high-level Republican 


maneuvering suggests that Pan 
Am may be attempting to get a 
secret go-ahead from the Nixon 
Administration. 


Although Brownell and TWA 


Chairman Charles Tillinghast 
stoutly deny there has been any 
merger agreement, both con- 
firmed 
that 
the 
two in- 


ternational air giants have held 
talks They said no talks are now 
in progress. 


However, Brownell submitted 


•a 
hush-hush 
43-page 


memorandum to Mitchell en- 
titled "A Pan American-TWA 
Merger Would Serve the Public 
Interest." 


The document, which my 


associate Brit Hume has ob- 
tained, is laced with language 
suggesting that both airlines 
regard a merger as virtually 
their only chance for survival in 
a field where they claim the 


competition 
has 
become 


destructive 


"Steadily increasing com- 


petition from foreign airlines 
and from charger airlines 
. . . has left Pan Am and TWA 
overstrained financially and 
burdened by the most severe 
operating losses in the in- 
dustry," the memo mourns. 


"Unless the merger is ap- 


proved," it says, "charter 
service must be curtailed if the 
U.S. flag transatlantic and 
round-the-world system is to be 
preserved from ultimate ex- 
tinction " 


•DRIFT TOWARD DISASTER' 


If the merger does not go 


through "and the inevitable drift 
towards disaster continues with 
respect to U S. flag carriers," 
the memo later asserts, "the 
country may well be faced with 
the prospect of keeping alive a 
mortally stricken industry with 
the inefficient props of subsidy 
or government ownership." 


Reached at his New York City 


office, Brownell said Pan Am 
had "been talking to practically 
every major domestic airline" 
but insisted no agreements had 
been reached. 


In an apparent effort to allay 


any suspicion that Pan Am 
might 
be 
keeping 
its 


stockholders 
in the dark, 


Brownell hastened to point out 
that Pan Ar4 President Najeeb 
Halaby 
hsSf, informed 
the 


company's* recent 
annual 


meeting about vague merger 
soundings. 


Unaware we had a copy of his 


memo to Mitchell, Brownell at 
first described it as merely a 
discussion of the "legality of 


airline mergers." He called it "a 
straight legal memo on what 
must be considered for a big 
merger to go through." 


Pressed, 
he 
finally 


acknowledged that it dealt 
specifically with TWA. Brownell 
said, however, that Pan Am's 
talks with TWA had ended 
"inconclusively" 
several 


months ago. 


This was confirmed by TWA's 


Tillinghast, who described his 
company's talks with Pan Am as 
"very preliminary" and said he 
had no knowledge of Brownell's

Nader for President? — We

Thailand. From there, the 
corrupted Thai army officials 
supervise the shipments to 
Bangkok. Then the raw opium is 
usually shipped in fishing 
trawlers to Hong Kong. In the 
dead of night, often in Red 
Chinese waters, the trawlers 
transfer the opium to local 
junks. In Hong Kong, in- 
dustrious Chinese chemists 
convert the raw opium into high- 
grade heroin for smuggling 
either directly to the U.S. or 
through such Latin American 
countries as Colombia. Nar- 
cotics agents can pinpoint the 
Hong Kong heroin because it has 
minute traces of caffeine in it.

Strike Halted, But Now What? 


Once again a railroad union has resorted to a strike, tieing up 


the nation's transportation, and once again the Congress has felt 
compelled to intervene to prevent economic disaster. When 
anything as vast as the United States' rail system is shut down it is 
immediately apparent to almost everone that the dispute involves 
not iust a private business and a group of private citizens who are 
its employes. To some degree, it involves the entire nation, and to a 
lot of the nation is a matter of no small importance. Most persons 
will applaud the Congress for stepping in. Many will say there was 
no other choice. 


But to a lesser degree, any strike anywhere is not simply a 


matter between two private adversaries. The public is nearly 
always involved. Lost pay cannot be spent. Local business suffers. 
Prices of some commodities are likely to reflect the losses the 
strike has caused. And even when welfare payments are not made 
directly to strikers, increased welfare payments are likely to result 
from child care payments that cannot be made, health needs 
neglected and displacement of families. 


There is the question of whether strikes can be tolerated. But if 


workers cannot strike, what then? Must they be forced to work for 
any wage employers offer? It may be argued that competition 
among employers will take care of that. Up to now, though, it 
seems evident that the organized workers who hold a strike threat 
have increased their pay over those who have not. And, at any rate, 
there seems no chance at all that workers will give up the strike 
unless it can be replaced with some other w

Arbitration, perhaps? Neither management nor labor appears 


to favor it. Neither wants to give up the right to make a final 
decision on what it will do There is before the California State 
Legislature now a bill pushed by Senator Ralph C. Dills which 
would provide for arbitration in the case of a dispute between a 
municipality on the one hand and policemen and firemen on the 
other. The League of California Cities opposes it strenuously. 


Governor Reagan was applauded enthusiastically when he

The dramatic development in 


the case of Edgar Smith sheds 
light on several matters, but 
darkens others. There he is, in 
the Death House at Trenton. 
New Jersey, to which he was 
sent to die 14 years ago. While 
there, others filed by his cell to 
the electric chair. On two oc- 
casions, he was scheduled to die 
within 24 hours. Always he 
managed a stay of execution, 
secured either through a lawyer, 
or during a period when he was 
without legal counsel, by his own 
maneuverings. In the course of 
all those years he tried out 
various pleas on the courts. 


And now suddenly, brilliantly, 


Federal Judge Gibbon, having 
listened exhaustively to an 
account of what happened 
during the 24 hours after Edgar 
Smith was picked up by the 
police, ruled in a meticulously 
thought out opinion, that the so- 
called confession of Edgar 
Smith, which was the spinal 
column of the case against him, 
had been illegally and im- 
morally wrested from him The 
judge was trying to make more 
than a purely formahstic point 
It isn't merely that Edgar Smith 


was handled illegally. The 
Edgar Smith who authorized the 
"confession" was simply not 
competent to speak his mind. 


Even then, Smith never said 


that he had killed the girl. And 
later, submitting voluntarily to 
truth tests, Smith flatly denied 
killing her. He always main- 
tained his innocence of the 
crime. And beyond his own 
insistence, there were objective 
factors that buttressed his case. 
Those who despair that the 
wheels of justice grind so slowly 
(like myself), are entitled to do 
so. But we are all required to 
meditate on the meaning of the 
Smith case. It remains a fact 
that when a judge was finally 
persuaded (on orders from the 
Supreme Court) to sit down and 
listen to the arguments, he found 
that Smith's arguments, not the 
State's, were completely con- 
vincing. It required 14 years to 
bring about that reversal. 


Now a spokesman for the 


prosecutor's office says that a 
new trial of Edgar Smith would 
be very difficult, in the absence 
of the "confession." The State 
would need to rely on evidence 
and witnesses who could not — 
the State appears to be saying — 


stitch together a case firm 
enough to convince a jury that 
beyond a reasonable doubt, on 
the night of March 5,1957, Edgar 
Smith decided, unaccountably, 
to slaughter a 15-year-old girl. 


But pride is an addiction, and 


the State is not disposed to take 
the position that it made a 
mistake. To do so is tantamount 
to admitting that it cost a man 14 
years of his lif e — a very special 
14 years, spent a dozen feet from 
the chamber in which he is 
scheduled to die. Thus the State 
desires, rather than merely to 
give up on the case of Edgar 
Smith, to try him again. 


And then there is Edgar 


Smith's dilemma. In the current 
issue of Esquire magazine, in 
which he conducts a self- 
interview, Smith gives the 
outline of it. That interview was 
written before Judge Gibbon's 
decision: indeed, before Judge 
Gibbon held the crucial hearing 
that led to the interview. In it 
Edgar Smith reasons in effect 
that 
his 
life 
is 
forever 


stigmatized. 


Only one development could

Many of these cysts, which 


cause no symptoms, go un- 
recognized for many years. 
Occasionally, they become 
larger and may cause pres- 
sure, giving abdominal pain, 
and even interfere with nor- 
mal menstruation. 


When the female egg, 
or 


ovum, comes out of the ovary, 
the small pouch from, which it 
emerges disappears. In some 
cases, a cyst forms and is 
filled with blood. It can attain 
the size of a large lemon. 


Occasionally, cysts can rup- 


ture and cause severe discom- 
fort and may even necessitate 
surgery. 


Treatment depends on the 


doctor's evaluation of the se- 
verity of the symptoms, and 
the possible threat to the pa- 
tient's health.

LONDON (AP) — Its empire 


gone, its influence declining, 
Britain hopes to win new 
prosperity and power by joining 
Europe's Common Market. 


And the Common Market, by 


opening its doors to four 
newcomers, could transform 
West Europe into the most 
important trading area in the 
world. It would band together 
250 million people of 10 highly 
developed nations into a single 
producing and consuming unit. 


The industrial significance of 


this stares out some of the 
figures: 


In 1969 the United States 


produced 37 per cent of the 
world's passenger cars The 
Common Market countries plus 
Britain produced 39 per cent 
America's share of crude steel 
output that year was 23 per cent, 
or 1 per cent less than the 
production of the Common 
Market plus Britain 


Indivdually, countries like 


Britain or France 
cannot 


compete effectively against 
bigger rivals in today's world of 
advanced technology For West 
Europeans to match American 
or Soviet efforts they must pool 
their resources. 


The six members of the 


Common Market have started 
this. Now there is a prospect of 
enlarging that process by taking 
in four more states — Britain 
Norway, Denmark and Ireland 


Such a development raises the 


vision of a community humming 
with activity, casting ancient 
jealousies aside. In time, if all 
goes well, a distinctive West 
European political voice will be 
heard rivaling the authority of 


the United States and the Soviet 
Union in world affairs 
With 


West Europe concerting its 
foreign 
policies a 
special 


defense identity also would be 
possible. For the statesmen of 
allied Europe are not all that 
happy at the muffled dialogue 
they know is going on between 
Washington and Moscow on such 
issues of strategy as 
the 
limitation of nuclear arms. 


That is the promise 
To assess its prospects of 


fulfillment a little bit of history 
is needed Here are answers to 
some key questions: 


Who belongs to the Common 


Market now? 


There are six members. 


France with 50 million people, 
Italy with 53 million, and the 
three Benelux countries — 
Belgium — Netherlands — 
Luxembourg — with 23 million. 


What exactly is it? 
"Common Market" is the 


popular name given to the group 
with 
the 
official 
title of 


European 
Economic Com- 


munity. This consists of three 
related bodies: 


— The European Coal and 


Steel 
Community, 
which 


brought the vital coal and steel 
industries of the six countries 
together. 


— The European Atomic 


Energy Community, which 
pooled the members' 
civil 


nuclear power resources 


—The European Economic 


Community, which set up a 
customs union and a basis for 
wider cooperation in trade, 
money, industry and social 
matters. 


Why was the common market 


formed? 


The aftermath of World War II 


brought the long-feuding nation 
— states of Europe a double 
challenge. One, political and 
military, came from the threat 
of expanding Soviet-led com- 
munism It was met by forming 
the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization, in which the six 
were hard-core members. 


The 
other 
challenge, 


economic, came from the need 
to mend the ravages of war and 
to fit Europe 
for scientific 


revolution 
This was done 


initially with American help 
Then the French and Benelux 
people resolved to come to 
terms with their old German 
and Italian enemies. So the 
community idea emerged 


Did anyone stop the British 


from joining? 


The British chose to stay out 


Proud of their island tradition, 
still ambitious for a world role, 
Britons in general wanted to 
shun 
Continental 
en- 


tanglements. 
Instead 
they 


preferred to nurse what they 
took 
to be 
their 
special 


relationship with the United 
States 


British leaders reckoned, 


mistakenly, they would be able 
to keep things that way and in 
any case they would see the 
community system collapsing 
under the pressure of old Ger- 
man-French quarreling 


How has the Common Market 


worked0 


The six have torn down most 


barriers, like tariffs or customs 
duty, holding up trade between 
themselves. Thus French cars 
can be sold without duty in 
partner-states. Dutch radios, or 
West German machines, or 
Belgian, or Italian textiles, can 


be bought without duty in other 
member countries. This has 
made all concerned somewhat 
more prosperous. 


The Common Market at the 


same time erected a single, 
quite low tariff on imports from 
most outside countries. As a 
result, since 1958, its trade with 
the rest of the world has gone up 
25 per cent. 


The community has done 


many other things. Workers and 
money can move as freely as 
goods among member states. 
Transportation 
and power 


policies have been unified. A 
common legal and commercial 
code will allow companies to 
ignore frontiers. There is a plan 
for a single money system with 
one currency. 


If Britain stands to gain from 


joining the market who stands to 
lose? 


There are endless arguments 


about this among Britons. Most 
countries of the developing 
Commonwealth — m Asia, 
Africa, the Caribbean — were 
colonized originally by the 
British for their resources and 
for their marketing potential. 
Therefore they geared 
their 


output to British needs and they 
built their home economies to 
British standards. Now, sud- 
denly, they face the prospect of 
a fundamental switch. 


Will the United States be af- 


fected? 
American wheat, corn, fruit 


will be less easily marketable in 
Britain, Norway, Denmark, 
Ireland. It will be much harder 
to sell American manufactured 
goods throughout the protected 
territories of an 
enlarged 


Common Market because of the 
external tariff

receive the same careful in- 
spection. There is nothing as 
aggravating or disappointing 
as discovering those fabulous 
pictures you thought you

The easiest way to check 


the camera, especially if it 
has not been used for a while, 
is to shoot a test roll of film.
